Official Publication Raises 
Question of League Step, 
Aimed*“at Barring Ger- 
man Annexation. 


WARSAW, May 1 (AP). — The 
possibility that Poland might seek 
control of Danzig Free City to fore- 


stall any, German action toward 
forceful annexation was raised to- 
day by the official Gazetta Polska. 

The flewspaper, pointing to what 
it termed German violation of in- 
ternational agreements, said “the 
policy of Berlin creates a situation 
which will catise the Polish Govern- 
ment to further its demands con- 
cerning establishment of new guar- 
antees for Polish rights and Polish 
property in Danzig.” 

Gazetta Polska’s article was in- 
terpreted as meaning Poland might 
ask the League of Nations—nom- 
inally the highest authority in Dan- 
zig—to transfer certain of its rights 
to Poland. 

The league could invest Poland 
with, police authority in the Free 
City which already lies within the 
Polish customs administration. 5

It was reljably reported that

than 25 kilometers (15.5 miles).

“It:is difficult for me to believe 
that this man is a suicide,” Milligan 
said. 

“I have requested the FBI and

22, 1935, and John Wolosyn, 41, 
buried in January, 1936. 

The deaths of Romualdo and 
Mandiuk had been attributed to 
natural causes. Wolosyn was list- 
ed as the victim of an ‘automo- 
bile. 

Bolber, who had been sought 
for four days on a warrant charg- 
ing murder, walked into city de- 
tective headquarters this morning 
with gn attorney. 


Police Capt. James A. ‘Kelly has | 


said Bolber may have been one of 
two principals who originated the 
scheme to kill the numerous vic- 
tims and then collect insurance on 
their lives. 

12 Held on Murder Charges. 
With the surrender of Bolber, 12 

persons were under arrest on homi- 
cide charges. One, Herman Pe- 
trillo, has been convicted in one 
’ poisoning, with the death sentence 
mandatory. Another, Mrs. Carina 
Favato, interrupted her trial to 
confess that she murdered three 
men. 

Many of those under arrest are 
women—widows of men the inves- 
\tigators have listed as victims of 
‘the ring. 
' Detectives are still seeking at 
least one more major figure—a 
woman. A murder charge names 
her as Mrs. Rose Carina, a widow, 
and says she was used by the ring 
as a “lure.” 

Simultaneously with Bolber’s, sur- 
render came reports that police 
were holding a man believed to 
have furnished poison in wholesale 
lots to members of the ring.

Ministers Receive Beck’s Views— Fuehrer’s

LONDON, May 1 (AP).—Foreign 
Secretary Viscount Halifax placed

Asked by Laborite. Leader Cle- 
ment R. Attlee why there was “such 
long delay” in the negotiations, 
Chamberlain replied: 

‘I find it very difficult to enter 
into details about negotiations 
which are still in progress. it is 
not a very simple matter and one 
in which other governments. have 
to be considered besides our own.” 

Conscrip-ion Bills Introduced. 

Bills calling for military con- 
scription of men 20 years old for 
six months of training and to ena- 
ble the Government to call up re- 
serve forces when necessary, were 
introduced in the House of Com- 
mons today. 

The texts were not published im- 
mediately, but it was reported the 
conscription measure included 
Northern Ireland. | 

Prime Minister Eamon de Valera 
of Eire was understood last week 
to have warned the British Gov- 
ernment not to extend conscription 
to his northern neighbor. 

The bills were introduced by 
Prime Minister Chamberlain and 
War Secretary Leslie Hore-Belisha. 

Reaction in Warsaw. 

Poland’s reaction to Hitler's

Defense Commissar Kliementi E. 
Voroshilov opened the celebration 
with a speech emphasizing Soviet 
preparedness for war. 

The: present international ‘situa- 
tion, he said, “is like @ tangled web 
of bloody intrigue and cowardice of 
rulers.”’ ‘ 

He added: “The world’s toilers 
easily realize that the Soviet Union 
is the only country whose Govern- 
ment is fighting for peace through- 
out the world. 

“Everyone knows except those 
who do not want to admit it that 
the Red army is a great power 
which does not fear any menace 
from outside. 

“Whoever dares ‘to step on the 
thresholds of our home will be de- 
stroyed. 

“A bloody spectacle is taking 
place in the East and West. The 
U. S. S. R., however, foresaw all 
this and created a iti ag — and 
navy. 

“No small affairs can frighten 


us, but if a big war comes, we. 


are ready—we not only know how 
to fight, we love to fight.

EARTH SHOCKS: THOUSANDS 


Parts of Oka Peninsula? Reported 
Sunk Beneath Sea; 5 Dead, 
Many Missing; Town Afire. 

AKITA, Japan, May 1 (AP).—Six- 
ty thousand residents of this North- 
ern Japanese coastal city fled to 
the open spaces today during a 
series of earth shocks described as 
the most severe in 25 years. 

The Home Ministry's official re- 
port listed five persons dead and 
many missing, more than 400 
homes demolished and about 200 
others badly damaged. Parts of 
nearby Oka Peninsula and of the 
southern coastline of Akita Prefec- 
ture were reported to have sunk be- 
neath the sea. 

The quake, the epicenter of which 
was believed to be in the Japan Sea, 
hook widespread sections of North- 
ern Japan. The town of Funko- 
shi was burning and known damage 
in Akita included the collapse of 
homes and the shattering of nearly 
all glass showcases in the stores.

BILL WOULD RETIRE 2300 _

BIGGER AR FORCE 
PLANNED BY FRANCE 


Premiér, Minister, sakes: kd to Have 
Discussed Co-ordination of 
Factories and Material. 


PARIS, May 1 (AP) —An authori- 
tative source said today that a 
strengthening of the French air 
force was planned by Premier Da- 
ladier and Air Minister Guy La 
Chambre during week-end confer- 
ences. : 

Several decrees are expected soon 
in order to speed French production 
in an effort to reduce what is re- 
garded as Germany's superiority in 
the air. 

The French air reinforcement is 
understood to be a counterpart of 
Britain’s strengthening of fts army.

name matching coins with circus 
patrons. 

Herget, Morris related, left circus 
life for a‘time to join forces with 
one Fred “Big Swede” Fidler in 
card games on railroad trains. Both 
were masters, he said, of such 
practices as “cold-decking,” “slip- 
cutting” and dealing from the bot- 
tom. The passengers won regu- 
larly until the train was nearing 
its destination, when one last game, 
with “the limit off,” brought ex- 
cellent hands to all, but the best to 
Herget or Fidler.

Kress Ends Contest With 
Tying Run on Second in 
Final Round — Senators 


Here Tomorrow.

Russell Van Atta, Brownie south- 
paw who has been out of action 
with sore arm since the season 
opened, has been named by Man- 
ager Fred Haney to oppose the 
Washington Senators in the first 
of a pair of games at Sportsman’s 
Park tomorrow. He is likely to be 
opposed by Jimmy de Shong or 
Emil Leonard. 

Van Atta, who underwent an op- 
eration on his arm before the start 
of the 1938 season, didn't do much 
until the close of last season when 
he showed a flash of form.

Van Atta pitched to the Cardinals 
in batting practice and has worked 
his arm into such condition that he 
told Haney he was ready for a test 
and the Brownie boss picked the 
Senators, against whom southpaws 
usually are effective, for the trial. 

De Shong’s 1938 Record. 

De Shong, too, has been noted in 
the past for his effectiveness 
against the Browns. He won five, 
lost eight last season and had an 
earned run mark of 6.60. 

The Senators were picked at the 
start of the season to fight it out 
with the Browns and the Chicago 
White Sox for fifth place in the 
American League, but they have 
surprised with three victories over 
the Yankees thus far. 

The Browns, having dropped their 
last two games to the Chicago 
White Sox each by a one-run mar- 
gin, worked out at Sportsman's 
Park this morning to get ready for 
the invasion of the Eastern clubs. 

Following the Senators, the Ath- 
letics call for three games, followed 
by the Boston Red Sox for three, 
the Yankees for three, then the De- 
troit Tigers for three. 

The left half inning of yester- 
day's game had the Brownie fans, 
and Jimmy Dykes, manager of the 
White Sox, in an uproar as the 
Browns rallied for three runs in 
the last half inning, only to fall 
short a run and lost, 6 to 5. 

Dykes walked from Sportsman's 
Park chewing a cigar nervously 
and wiping the perspiration from 
his brow.

NAVY'S ROWING 
GREW IS AFTER 
- THIRD VICTORY 


NEW YORK, May 1 (AP).— 
From this early-season viewpoint, 
it begins to look as if the 1939 
Eastern crew-racing season would 
come close to being a duplicate of 
last season with Navy and Har- 
vard sharing the honors. But 
three regattas this week should 
make it clear whether such an in- 
decisive duel is in propect. 

Those two were on top in 1938, 
with the Crimson edging out Navy 
for “sprint” honors by a_ very 
slight margin and each winning its 
climatic four-mile test, Navy at 
Poughkeepsie and Harvard against 
Yale at New London. 

So far this year, Navy looks the 
best. The Midshipmen have con- 
quered two fairly strong rivals, 
Princeton and Columbia, without 
much trouble. Harvard has had 
only one race, but showed all kinds 
of strength in breezing home ahead 
of Rutgers, M“/I. and Boston Uni- 
versity.

It 
should not be forgotten that among the 
world’s large silver producers are Ger- 
many and Japan.

The world’s largest active silver pro- 
ducer at this time is Mexico, which, be- 
cause of foreign alliances, is now selling 
to foreign Powers in preference to the 
United States. Very ironic is the fact 
that Mexican silver is used in trade with 
Powers such as Germany and Italy in 
exchange for imports. Then these coun- 
tries proceed to get a cash premium from 
the United States for the same silver 
which they got at a great reduction (in 
trade credits) from Mexico. It is about 
time that the United States stopped play- 
ing Santa Claus to hostile foreign Powers 
in this manner.

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MOBILIZATION DAY. 

All of us know in a vague way that war is a stu- 
pendous enterprise, but an article in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch, describing the program of prepared- 
ness now in actual motion, enables us to appreciate 
the staggering magnitude of the thing, its almost 
boundless scope, its endless detail. 

The Roosevelt administration, reversing the coun- 
try’s historical policy, has set about getting ready 
for war. M-day, meaning mobilization day, is no 
colored numeral on the calendar. It is an entirely 
hypothetical date. But if, or when, the day comes, 
America will be ready for the first time in 164 
years of costly experience—costlyin treasure, costly 
beyond all computation in the needless sacrifice of 
life. 

To avoid that needless sacrifice of life is the first 
consideration in the Government's plans. On the 
outbreak of hostilities, then, our navy, it is pro- 
posed, shall be at maximum strength. An emergency 
land force of 400,000 men, consisting of the Regular 
Army and National Guard, will answer the call, sup- 


| plied for six months with arms, munitions, equip- 


ment and the most modernized means of mechanized 
defense. To that necessary and practical and, one 
might say, humane status, enormous efforts are 
now in the making. 

_ Here in St. Louis, we are informed, we shall know 
we are at war the minute the decision is taken. 
Three of the 49 procurement regional offices al- 
ready established by the War Department are located 
in this city. They represent the Quartermaster 
Corps, the ordnance and medical divisions. Further, 
surveys have been made and 10,000 civilian plants 
have been selected for probable immediate conver- 
sion to wartime production, and 156 of those plants 
are in St. Louis. All told, there will be 2438 of 
those plants in Missouri. The whole State will, from 
the beginning, be in actual contact. with the vast 
business of war. So, in one degree or another,’ will 
be the whole country. 

The man in charge of the preparedness. job is Col. 
Louis A. Johnson, Assistant Secretary of War, who 
calls himself “business manager” for war. Among 
his duties is the important mission of enlisting the. 
co-operation of private industry. Notwithstanding 
the Government's arsenals and numerous agencies, 
private industry must be depended upon for 75 per 
cent of the required production. Private industry 
has responded so enthusiastically as to win the 
President’s commendation. Instances are cited of 
firms that have contracted for long-time supplies 
of materials, not obtainable at home. 

Indeed, the smug philosophy of self-sufficiency, so 
dear to the hearts of our chauvinists and isolation- 
ists, is badly battered by out dependence on other 
countries for so many essential commodities in the 
stress of war. The inventory is long. Suffice to 
say there are 55 items which pour naturally enough 
through the channels of peacetime trade, but many 
of which war might deprive us of, to the grave disad- 
vantage of military action and civilian comforts. 
Blockades on distant seas might harass the opera- 
tions of the front line by drying up or seriously 
crippling the source of munitional supply. _ 

That liability is being met by the patriotic initia- 
tive of private industry, together with administra- 
tion negotiations: The far and infinite reaches of 
preparedness for war seem a cosmic bewilderment, 
yet spokesmen of the War Department say “the na- 
tion has advanced as to industrial mobilization in- 
comparably beyond its position of April 6, 1917.” 

Apparently we shall be ready on land and sea, in 
factory and farm, for the thunderous dawn of that 
M-day—which heaven forbid may ever redden the 
horizon.

As Missouri wages its war on crime and the sinis- 
ter alliance of the underworld with corrupt politics,

Mr. Lowry might well have 
found inspiration for the reform he proposes in the 
‘notorious Gargotta case, which dragged along, con- 
tinuance after continuance, through 27 terms of 
court, and finally was dismissed on motion of Prose- 
cuting Attorney Graves.

Delay frittering out. at last in a nolle 
pros has, first and last, set many a. criminal at 
large to ply his trade, with gun or bomb or jimmy. 

The Lowry bill is predicated on the fact that the 
Prosecuting Attorney’s office is an indispensable fac- 
tor in the protection of the public against the ‘pro- 
fessional public enemies. In resolute, capable hands, 
the office is on a par with the police force. It 
completes the work the policeman has begun by cap- 
ture and arrest. Given incompetence or corruption 
in the Prosecuting Attorney’s office and the service 
of the ablest police force is impaired and often nul- 
lified. 

It is proposed, therefore, to have no repetitions of 
'the Gargotta outrage in Missouri. Besides limiting 
the number of continuances, the Lowry Dill, in the 
Levent of dismissal, requires the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney to file a written statement in explanation of his 
‘action. The requirements will work no hardship on 
the able, conscientious Prosecuting Attorney, but

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IS PAROLE A FAILURE? 

Voting on a bill to modify the Illinois parole sys- 
tem, State Senator Karraker said: “I vote Aye, and 
I would also vote Aye to abolish the Parole Board.” 
Mayor Kelly of Chicago is reported to feel that the 
bill, permitting Judges to fix minimum and maxi- 
mum prison terms in pronouncing sentence, does not 
go far enough; he wants straight definite sentences, 
to be ended only by serving out the time. 

These are indjcations of how abuses and inadequate 
enforcement have lowered the standing of the parole 
system. Parole has great potentialities for rehabili- 
tating prisoners, thus reducing crime and protecting 
society. But, as Mr. Roosevelt pointed out in his re- 
cent address to the National Parole Conference, few 
states have enacted machinery for adequate super- 
vision of paroled convicts, and the power “has some- 
times been used to grant political or personal favors.” 
Some interesting discussions of the problem are being 
heard this week in St. Louis, at the Central States 
Probation and Parole Conference, now in session here. 

Parole has succeeded in making a high percentage 
of ex-convicts into useful citizens in jurisdictions 
where efficient supervision exists. On the other hand, 
it has been brought into disfavor by ill-timed clem- 
ency, political favors and the furor raised by critics 
over violations, The case was well summed up in a 
report two years ago by a citizens’ group in Mary- 
land: “Your committee foresees a wide extension in 
the use of parole supervision as public understanging 
of its meaning and value grows and as the effective- 
ness of administration is increased.” The problem 
of crime and prisons would be far nearer solution if 
the states, instead of curtailing their parole systems, 
would give them a fair chance.. 
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And now will they be saying the President has a 
perfect television personality? 
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MR. ROOSEVELT ON WORKERS PAST 40. 

This week, by proclamation of the President, em- 
ployers are asked to recheck their policies to deter- 
mine whether workers and applicants above 40 “are 
being given a fair opportunity.” This is Mr. Roose- 
velt’s contribution in the fight against what he 
terms “an unfounded prejudice against age alone,” 
which has caused many mature workers to be need- 
lessly handicapped in holding or finding employ- 
ment. As the President points out, this age group 
contains “a great ‘body of our most experienced, 
able and competent workers.” <A distinguished com- 
mittee sponsored by the Labor Department recently 
found no factual reason for discrimination against 

Employers would be wise to follow the President’s 
suggestion. Those who draw the line op workers 
past 40 not only are depriving themselves of effi- 
cient workers, but are helping aggravate the na- 
tion’s relief problem, since most of these persons 
have deper dents. |

“Luxemburg Question” Finally Settled. 


LONDON.—The harassing. dispute  be- 
tween Holland and Belgium concerning Bel- 
gian sovereignty over Luxemburg, granted 
to the latter nation by terms of the Treaty 
of London, Nov. 13, 1831, which dispute has 
kept Western Europe on the brink of war, 
was settled on the 19th instant by a second 
treaty signed here. 

By this treaty “the national independence 
of Belgium has been assured, and the regal 
titles and station of King Leopold have be- 
come part of public law of Europe.” Repre- 
sentatives of King Leopold in conjunction 
with those of the King of the Netherlands 
and of the governments of England, France, 
Austria, Russia and Prussia signed the new 
Belgian treaty. It was necessary for each 
signatory to sign his name 216 times. Twelve 
hundred seals were affixed to the copies, for 
the preparation of which 20 attaches of the 
different embassies were required.

Adequate National Defense Urged. 


WASHINGTON,—W. C. Johnson, a mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives from 
Maryland, made, on the floor of the House, 
a dramatic appeal for an immediate im- 
provement of our national defenses. 

In the light of the fact that the Euro- 
pean situation was far from satisfactory and 
with the Mexican and South American coast 
line already blockaded by French fleets, 
he did not see how the United States could 
fail to recognize the necessity by expanding 
its navy. Representative Johnson pointed 
out that we only had one steam war-vessel, 
the Fulton, and that we expected that one 
vessel to protect a coast line of 1500 miles. 

Steam has revolutionized marine warfare, 
he said. “Steam has not only been made 
auxiliary to wind and tide, but proudly to 
triumph over both, and to leave struggling 
in its wake the tardy canvas which has 
whitened the seas like things of air for a 
thousand years. 

“I, for one,” continued Mr. Johnson, “be- 
lieve in the improvable conditions of the 
human race, and that much higher perfec- 
tion is yet to be obtained to civilizing, in 
moralizing and refining the most improved 
nations of the world, ... But this, or any 
other nation, to preserve that peace so 
desired, must be ever ready to defend its 
rights and protect its interests and its honor. 

“The best way to preserve peace in this 
age, and perhaps in ages to come, is to be 
formidably prepared for war. We must re- 
gard man as he is, not as he may be, or as 
we could fondly hope that he should be.”

He tial that the first stage 
of his action against Czecho-Slo- 
yvakia was based on the right of 
the Sudeten Germans to union with 
the Germans of the Reich.

The second stage of his action 
was based, he then explained, on 
the fact that Czecho-Slovakia was 
an armed ally of Germany's poten- 
tial enemies.

Jand for the return of the Ger- 
man city of Danzig and for a cor- 
ridor across the Polish Corridor to 
connect East Prussia with the rest 
of Germany.

Danzig is, and always has been, a 
German city. The taking of Danzig 
has generally been recognized by

This, then, would seem to fore- 
cast the next act in the European 
crisis. It is to consist, we may sur- 
mise, of a campaign to break up 
Mr. Chamberlain’s alliances by 
pushing Poland into the system of 
the axis. 

Whether this means war or no 
war it is impossible to say. The 
answer would seem to depend on 
whether the Poles can find a basis 
for negotiating about Danzig and 
the Corridor without rendering 
themselves defenseless by abandon- 
ing their alliances, and, as a corol- 
lary, on whether Hitler’s demands 
are only for Danzig and the Cor- 
ridor, or whether they now include 
the dissolution of the Anglo-Polish 
alliance. 

It is obvious that Hitler is not 
interested in a general world set- 
tlement such as the President has 
had in mind, and that he is pre- 
occupied with the immediate prob- 
em of breaking up the coalition 
which Great Britain has organized. 
The vital point.of that coalition in 
its present form is Poland, and the 
Polish question is, therefore, the 
central issue in Europe at this mo- 
ment.

DR. F. W. FRERIGHS 
FUNERAL TOMORROW 


He Supervised Making of Am- 
monia Product for U. S. in 
World War. 


The funeral of Dr. Frederick W. 
Frerichs, chemical engineer, who 
was appointed by President Wilson 
Sin 1917 to supervise American man- 
ufacture of an ammonia product 
for war explosives, will be held to- 
morrow at 3 p. m. from his resi- 
dence at 4557 West Pine boulevard. 

Dr. Frerichs, 90 years old, died 
at his home last night of a com- 
plication of diseases. He had been 
in ill health for several years. 

Born in Germany, Dr. Frerichs 
got his Ph.D. in chemistry at the 
University of Goettingen in 1874. 
He came to St. Louis in 1880, and 
vas employed here by the Mallinck- 
fodt Chemical Works. 

In 1886, he formed the Herf & 
Frerichs Chemical Co., which spe- 
cialized in the manufacture of phar- 
maceutical and photographic chem- 
cals and later in the manufacture 
of ammonia for refrigeration. At 
the start of American participation 
inthe World War, the firm was the 
only one in the United States with 
facilities for large scale produc- 
tion of liquid anhydrous ammonia, 
then necessary for the production 
of high explosives by American 
methods. 

Dr. Frerichs made several trips 
to Washington in connection with 
his assignment. He supervised the 
manufacture of the gas in seven 
Other American chemical plants 
and the capacity of his own plant 
Was increased greatly. The con- 
cern was sold in 1927. 

Dr. Frerichs was one of the 40 
charter members of the American 
Institute of Chemical Engineers.

in 1911 and treasurer for 18 years.

CHARGES OFFICIAL 
HINDERED INQUIRY 


Woodrum Says Relief Ex- 
ecutive Wouldn’t ‘Toler- 


ate’ Questionnaire on 
~ Workers’ Alliance. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP). — 
The House committee investigating 
the WPA heard testimony today 
that a Government official and 
the Workers’ Alliance had blocked 
its efforts to learn the political 
affiliations of relief workers on 
certain New York City projects. 

Representative Woodrum of Vir- 
ginia said the Daily Worker, 4 

newspaper he described as Com- 
munistic, advised WPA employes 
not to answer the questionnaire. 
Then he read a letter to the com- 
mittee from Howard Hunter, act- 
ing WPA Administrator, saying 
that such an inquiry would not be 
“tolerated.” 

H. Ralph Burton, committee in- 
vestigator, said he had been able 
to get replies to only 79 question- 
naires he sent workers on the Fed- 
eral theater and arts projects. Of 


these, Burton said 52 persons ad-} 


mitted membership in the alliance. 

“So it seems,” Woodrum said, 
“that the advice of the Daily Work- 
er and the edministrative action 
of the WPA stopped you from get- 
ting your questionnaires answered,” 
Woodrum asked. 

“Yes, sir, it did,” Burton replied. 

Burton said the Alliance “and 
its Communist affiliations” largely 
control the WPA Federal arts 
project in New York City. 

Burton testified he had “heard 
criticism in New York that it was 
difficult for unemployed persons 
with stage experience to get jobs 
on the WPA theater projects, and 
that “Communists, the Workers’ Al- 
liance and the like” had succeeded 
in placing their members on jobs 
at the sacrifice of persons more in 
need of aid. 

“I am prepared to submit testi- 
mony to show that employment on 
the Federal arts projects is largely 
controlled by the Workers’ Alliance 
and its Communist affiligtions,” 
Burton said.

MISSOURI BOARD ALLOTS

47 Per Cent Less Than Amount 
Spent in April; St. Louis Gets

JEFFERSON CITY, May 1 (AP). 
—The Social Security Commission 
allotted $390,000 for direct relief 
in May today, making total ex- 
penditures for this year more than 
40 per cent of the sum proposed 
by the Missouri House for 1939 and 
1940. 

The May allotment, figuréd on 
@ basis of 40,000 relief cases, was 
$47,000 less than the amount spent 
in April, reflecting a lightening of 
the load with the coming of sum- 
mer weather. 

In the first five months of 1939, 
the commission has paid out $2,133,- 
000 for direct relief. The Social 
Security bill already passed by the 
House carries $5,000,000 for relief 
in the current biennium compared 
with the commission's request of 
more $12,000,000, and Gov.

000. The measure now is being 
studied by a Senate committee.

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BARGE STRIKERS LST 
CHARGES AGAINST FIRM 


Say Employes Were  Dis- 
charged and Blacklisted for 
Union Activity. 


Employes of the Federal Barge 
Lines were discharged and black- 
listed for participating in union af- 
fairs, a statement issued today by 
the General Council of Riverwork- 
ers on behalf of 3500 striking boat- 
men and riverworkers charged. 

There was no change in the sit- 
uation over the week end. The 
strike, which followed the refusal 
of the management to grant de- 
mands for a closed shop and in- 
creased wages, has tied up the op- 
erations of the company on the 
Mississippi and tributaries. Two 
unions, the A. F. of L. International 
Longshoremen’s Association, and 
the CIO National Maritime Union, 
are involved. 

The General Council of River- 
workers, formed to co-ordinate the 
efforts of the two unions, asserted 
that the Government-owned barge 
lines, besides blacklisting union 
men, attempted to ship non-union 
crews; attempted to coerce em- 
ployes into joining dual unions con- 
trolled by the company; violated 
seniority provisions and declared 
embargoes on freight without sub- 
stantial cause. 

“The unions feel they are ren- 
dering a real public service in call- 
ing these matters to the attention 
of the proper authorities at Wash- 
ington and to the shippers,” the 
statement said. The management, 
headed by Major-General T. 
Ashburn, is charged with assum- 
ing a “take it or leave it” attitude 
in a counter-proposal to the union 
demands.

;autumnal] hay fever is the ragweed, 


that totally useless trouble-maker 


jamong plants. 


The only successful way to pre- 
vent or help the sufferings of the 
hay fever victim is the use of vac- 
cines or solutions of the pollens 
made from the pollens of the grasses 
or of ragweed. These are given 
at first in very weak, then in in- 
creasingly strong doses by a hypo- 
dermic syringe under . the skin. 
They are not valuable unless given 
directly into the blood stream. 

The vaccines should be started 
weeks before the expected 
onset of the attack. In some in- 
stances they may be started when 


‘the attack begins, but this is not 


so likely to be successful. And in 
very resistant cases it has been 
found that treatment must be car- 
ried out through the whole year. 

As to the success of the vaccines. 
it should be said frankly that it is 
not universal. Complete freedom 
from symptoms is really rare. But 
for everyone it is worth a try, and 
this is the time of year to begin.
